Council Takes 


Unity Step 


VATICAN CITY (U PI) - The 
Ecum enical Council gave “ nearly 
unanim ous” prelim inary approval 
today to a document that could 
m ark 'a great step tow ard Chris­ 
tian unity. 


During 
a 
three-hour 
session, 
about 2,300 Roman Catholic pre­ 
lates ruled that the proposal “ de 
ecclesia”—about the church—was 
fit for further debate. 


A uthoritative sources said the 
council “will now begin a point- 
by-point discussion.” The Latin 
debate m ay go on for weeks be­ 
fore there is a final vote. 


The document goes a long way 
tow ards espousing the cherished 
Protestant doctrine of “ the priest­ 
hood of all believers.” 


T here was no im m ediate offi­ 
cial comm unique or press brief­ 
ing. Official details of today’s ses­ 
sion probably will be given out 
later in the afternoon. 


The first working session of the 
council Monday m ade it clear, of­ 
ficial inform ants said, that the 
draft enjoyed predom inant sup­ 
port, especially from the “ liber­ 
als” 
who 
are bent 
on

far­ 
reaching renew al of the church 
nature of the church, the powers 
of bishops and their relationship 
to the Pope in the governm ent of 
the church, and the role of lay­ 
men in Catholic life.

common, rather than the differ­ 
ences,

other bishops, between ordained 
clergym en and laym en, and be­ 
tween Catholic and non-Catholic 
Christians.
